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DETAILED ACTION 
Supplemental Notice of Allowability 

1 . The detailed action sent out in the notice of allowability mailed 9/14/2004 was the 
earlier detailed action from the Ex party Quayle action in which the drawings were 
objected to. The ex parte Quayle action had been printed for review during the writeup 
of the allowance and the similar ex parte Quayle detailed action was placed in the folder 
in error. The drawing amendment was effective in overcoming the objection. A 
supplemental Notice of Allowability is being generated to clarify the record. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are acceptable. 

Priority 

3. Applicant's claim of priority to application 09/154462 filed 9/16/98 is 
acknowledged. Applicant's claim of priority to provisional application 60/060066 filed 
9/26/97 is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 17, 19-21, 29,50-56, 58, 60, 62-89 are allowed 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest in combination with other art: a distributed site fuel dispensing 
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unit with a fuel dispenser associated with a control system and a receiver adapted to 
receive signals including identification indicia from a remote communications unit 
associated with a customer, said receiver operatively associated with said control system 
to enable said control system to retrieve the identification indicia and a cash transaction 
indicator associated with said control system and adapted to signal said control system of 
a cash transaction and control system providing customer related information associated 
with the identification indicia when a cash transaction is indicated by said cash 
transaction indicator, control system including a dispenser controller and a central 
controller apart from the dispenser. A fuel dispensing system configured to credit either 
of: change or loyalty benefits, from a cash transaction to a customer from an 
identification premised upon an associated remote communication. 

Of particular interest is Gunnarsson '919 a fuel dispensing system for enhancing 
cash transactions comprising a fuel dispenser associated with a control system and a 
receiver adapted to receive signals including identification indicia from a remote 
communications unit associated with a customer, said receiver operatively associated 
with said control system to enable said control system to retrieve the identification indicia 
and a cash transaction indicator associated with said control system and adapted to signal 
said control system of a cash transaction and control system providing customer related 
information associated with the identification indicia when a cash transaction is indicated 
by said cash transaction indicator, control system including a dispenser controller and a 
central controller apart from the dispenser. Gunnarsson c 919 neither discloses nor 
suggests alone or in combination with other art crediting change or loyalty benefits 
premised upon identification with a remote communications device. 
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Of further interest is Rivalto which discloses a fuel dispensing system recording 
loyalty benefits, but premised upon a customer entry of identification rather than 
premised upon identification with a remote communications device. 

Of further interest is Kurowski et al., which discloses a fuel dispensing system 
recording change and loyalty benefits but premised upon a customer entry of 
identification rather than premised upon identification with a remote communications 
device and Kurowski et al has a filing date junior to the instant application priority date 
and while Kurowski et al. has a CIP priority claim to a June 1997 application, the 
relevant subject matter elements are not disclosed in an earlier continuously linked chain 
of applications antedating the instant application's chain thereby precluding Kurowski et 
al as earlier art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 4, 10-14, 26-28, 39, 44-46, and 50-83 are allowed. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does fails to disclose or suggest alone or in combination with other art: a method and 
apparatus for determining change by applying a previous credit in a fuel dispensing 
system for enhancing cash transactions comprising a fuel dispenser associated with a 
control system and a receiver adapted to receive signals including identification indicia 
from a remote communications unit associated with a customer, receiver operatively 
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associated with control system to enable control system to retrieve the identification 
indicia. 

Of particular interest is Gunnarsson '919 which discloses: A fuel dispensing 
system for enhancing cash transactions comprising a fuel dispenser associated with a 
control system and a receiver adapted to receive signals including identification indicia 
from a remote communications unit associate with a customer, receiver operatively 
associate with a control system to enable the control system to retrieve the identification 
indicia. However, Gunnarson '919 does not disclose: applying a previous customer 
credit in determining the change. 

Of further interest is Ramsey '791 which discloses: fueling system with customer 
change resulting form customer overpayment from a cash transaction. Ramsey '791 fails 
to disclose applying change from a previous credit.
